Pius XII, however, Catholics may 
continue to seek indulgence bene- 
fits of the Holy Year throughout 
the remainder of 1951. 


The Pope will send a cardinal 


legate to the formal closing, and 
thus will direct world attention to 
a famous shrine which has become 
known as the "modern Lourdes," 
the informants said.

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Total Embargo Against Reds 
In China Desirable But Difficult

Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New 


York state is urging a complete 
embargo by 
all 
free 
nations 


against Communist China. 


The Governor says he doesn't 


mean "an embargo just of rubber 
or steel or military equipment" 
but "a total embargo against ship- 
ment of any goods or any trading 
whatsoever with Red 
China." 


Many observers will agree with' 
that viewpoint, although admitting 
the difficulties of getting con- 
certed action for such a move. 


The United States already has 


before the United Nations a pro- 
posal for a world-wide embargo 
against shipping arms, ammuni- 
tion or war material to Red China 
and North Korea.

U. S. Got Best of Bargain in 


Deal That Freed Vogeler 


When Robert Vogeler stepped down at last on American 


soil, it ended another chapter in the sordid Communist 
history of brutality against human beings. 


The fascinating details of Vogeler's tale of horror are 


yet to be told, but its essentials are a familiar story: a few 
strands of truth are seized upon to lend plausibility to a 
fantastic fabric of lies. A weird mixture of mental and 
physical punishment is resorted to until the victim finally 
"confesses" that the lies are true. 


Two things make the Vogeler case different. One is 


that he is an American and hence we feel the shock of his 
ordeal more deeply than we would that of a foreigner. The 
second is the remarkable effort made by the United States 
to obtain his release after he'd served 17 months of his 
15-year sentence for "espionage" in Hungary. 
•

* 


On the face of it, this country appeared to pay a con- 


siderable price for Vogeler's freedom. The State Depart- 
ment agreed to re-open closed Hungarian consulates in New 
York and Cleveland, to relax travel limits on U. S. tourists 
in Hungary, to restore Hungarian property held in the U. S. 
zone of Germany, and to change the wave-length of Voice 
of America broadcasts from Munich. 
These broadcasts, 


beamed, to Hungary in the Hungarian language, have been 
interfering with Hungary's own stations. 


Before anyone hastens to charge that all this smacks of 


appeasement, it should be noted that the closing of con- 
sulates and the travel ban were restrictions imposed by the 
U. S. in specific reprisal for Vogeler's arrest, and imprison- 
ment. We simply wiped out the reprisals when he was 
freed. 


But in fact Hungary may not really regain the status quo 


before the Vogeler case. The State Department, in lifting 
the travel ban, nevertheless cautions Americans to pay close 
heed to "conditions" in Hungary before undertaking travel 
there. 


As for the Voice of America change, it may or may not 


prove a handicap to our propaganda effort in Hungary. We 
may find it possible to beam broadcasts in from Greece 
which will accomplish as good results as those from Munich.

The return of Hungarian property stolen by the Nazis 


and_held in the U. S. zone of Germany is a genuine con- 
cession. But we stopped short of agreeing to give the Reds 
the prized Crown of St. Stephen, symbol of Hungarian sov- 
ereignty and independence. 


So what the Communists gained was not actually so 


much. Even if they had won more, it still would not have 
been a one-sided deal. For we gained a human life, the life 
of a man at the crest of his powers. And to us such a life 
comes high. 


To Americans, the individual is the focus of all life. 


When we save him, we believe we are saving a bit of every- 
body s freedom. 
We will pay a substantial price to make 
nun free and keep him free. 


In the Communist world, it's different. A human being 


ia a pawn to be shoved about as it suits the State He is 
actually the property of the government. His life isn't 
worth a kopek.

LAS VEGAS, Nev., May 13—As you approach Las Vegas by 


road after the lonely sedateness of the Arizona desert the beguile- 
ments of the billboards cause a stimulation, and you step on it. This 
is Nevada. This is where the handbooks frankly advertise for play 


in a competitive market under open license. 


There is a Casino with bar and a sign in large, 


rough, red letters, reading, tersely, "Rooms," at a 
little worked-out gold and silver town called 
Searchlight, 65 miles from Vegas. There was a 
sort of reform in Vegas a few years back and cetfr 
tain displaced persons found asylum in Search- 
light and in another area not so far away called 
Pour Mile. 


Searchlight now mines in listless fashion a few 


sacks a day of a substance called pearlitc. The 
local resources are insufficient to support the re- 
*°rt with the bar, the Casino, and the "rooms" in 


large red letters so it must be assumed that like most of Nevada's 
treasured institutions, one relies on foreign trade. It is the first 
chance over the Nevada line for approaching traffic and it is an 
ancient truism that suckers can't wait. It is on the wrong side ot 
the road for the outward bound. Outward bound traffic is borejt 
and broke. 


The desert Is hot even now. It will be worse in a few weeks 


and .the motor traffic will avoid the low road through Needles and 
take' to the mountains. Arizona is wild but tame to the point of 
primness.

To continue our own discussion 


of no-trump bids, what do you 
need for a jump response of two 
no-trump? Your partner opens the 
bidding with one of a suit, and you 
respond with two no-trump. Wha' 
does this bid show? 


For one thing, you show bal 


anced distribution—no singletons 
no void suits, no very long suits 
Moreover you show a stopper in 
each of the unbid suits. 


The total strength of the hand 


is about the same as that of a 
sound opening bid—but not as 
much as an opening bid of one no- 
trump. To be more precise It is a 
hand that contains from a king to 
a king and a queen more than 
average strength. 
(Average 


strength is one ace, one king, one 
queen, one jack, and one ten.) 


In today's hand, South has a 


model response of two no-trump. 
He has balanced distribution with 
strength in all the unbid suits. 
He has average strength in the top 
three suits, and his ace of clubs 
represents his extra value. 


In the play, dummy wins the 


first trick with the queen of 
spades. Now declarer must develop 
nine tricks without letting East 
gain the lead. If East were allowed 
to lead spades, West would win 
enough tricks to set the contract. 
However, there is no danger in a 
spade lead from West, for then 
South'* king will stop the suit 


The best plan Is to make sure 


of four heart tricks while shutting 
East out Hence a low heart is led 
from dummy at the second trick, 
and South finesses the nine. 


If this had lost West would be 


unable to set the contract, and 
South would be sure of four heart 
tricks. As it happens, the finesse 
succeeds, and South wins all five 
heart tricks. The contract is thus

Phillips' amendment would pro- 


hibit use of any state department 
unds to pay anyone in the depart- 
ment who in the previous five 
years "was connected directly or 
ndirectly with a business or pro- 
fessional office, any part of whose 
income was derived from business 
relations with or professional serv- 
ices for any government other 
than the government of the United 
States." 


"That would get Acheson," Phil- 


lips told newsmen, "because his 
law firm represented some foreign 
governments within the past five 
years and while he still was asso- 
ciated with it." 


Truman Satisfied 


President Truman has repeated- 


ly denied rumors that he plans to 
replace Acheson. Asked about one 
such report at a news conference 
two weeks ago, Truman said he is 
well satisfied with Acheson and 
intends to keep him. 


Senator 
McCarthy 
(R.-Wis.), 


one of Acheson's most persistent 
critics, said in a speech at Marsh- 
field, Wis., Saturday, that Ache- 
son would be "fired" within three 
weeks. 


McCarthy said such a decision 


was made after William M. Boyle, 
Jr., chairman of the Democratic 
national committee, "wrote the 
state department that Decomratic 
congressmen were being flooded 
with letters demanding something 
be done about the state depart- 
ment." 


Says It's Fals»e 


Boyle replied: "Typical of the 


many other false and irresponsible 
statements issued by the senator 
in an effort to keep his name in 
the headlines." 


Another 
Republican 
senator, 


Nixon of California, said in a 
speech at Akron, O., Saturday, 
that one result of the controversy 
over Gen. Douglas MacArthur's

Develop New 
'Cartridge' 
For Jet Pilots

DENVER, (AP)—Wind broke 


the leg of a jet plane pilot as he 
bailed out at 25,000 feet, and sec- 
onds later his face was bruised 
as he fell through a cloud of ice 
particles. 


But he landed safely with no 


other injuries. 
He was one of 


seven who have bailed out of 
crippled jets in the miraculous 
pilots seat that is shot out of 
the cockpit, with pilot still sitting 
in it. A big cartridge shoots the 
seat like a gun. The other six 
were unhurt and landed safely. 


Story Is Told 


The story of these devices just 


coming into use and of newer 
ones expected soon in which the 
pilot can house himself after he 
lands was told to the annual meet- 
ing of the Aero Medical Associa- 
tion today by Commander R. L. 
Christy, Jr., of the navy 's Bureau 
of Aeronautics, Washington. 


Less than a month ago two Jets 


collided in midair. One pilot shot 
himself out with the gun-seat 
and landed unhurt. The other chose 
to jump in the old-fashioned man- 
ner. 
Part of' the plane hit his 


head and killed him. Comman- 
der Christy said if that pilot had 
used the gun he almost certainly 
would have been alive and flying 
today.

resignation of Lee See Yung, 82- 
year-old vice president of the Re- 
public of Korea, was accepted to- 
day. 


The national assembly vote ac- 


cepting1 the resignation was 77 to 
10 with 41 members abstaining. 


Only last week the assembly, 


with only one member dissenting, 
had voted against accepting Lee's 
resignation. 


Lee cor.-.plained, in submitting 


his resignation, that he had no real 
authority. He also voiced criticism 
of President Syngman Rhee's cabi- 
net selections. 


In the repercussions following 


the resignation there was some 
talk among Rhee's opposition of

ings, but political observers were 
inclined to doubt the success of 
any such move.
